try here are .now showing full ef- 
fect. At the last meeting of

British Columbia Lumber & Shingle 
Manufacturers (Ltd.), it was an- 
nounced that 12 percent of the coast 
mills had closed, and by the end of 
the month this figure will be at 
least 25 percent. The Canadian- 
Puget Sound Lumber & Timber 
Co.'s 
plant at Victoria has closed 


for a time; the Alberni-Pacific Lum- 
ber Co. at Port Albemi has discon- 
Jrinued mill operations;: and the 
Bucklin Lumber Co. at New West- 
minster has also 
shutdown. The 


last named company first posted a 
notice that thc:c wo:.;J be a 10 per- 
cent reduction in wages, but it was 
thought inadvisable to carry out 
this policy and the mill was idosed. 
Conditions have assumed the most 
serious proportions for years. 


Many plants are busy on railroad 


tie orders, but this , material does 
not take the whole of the log and 
unless there is a market for the bal- 
ance of the cut, it is impossible to 
continue cutting without losing mo- 
ney, for the piling up of lumber in 
the yard can not go on interminably 
This is particularly the case in view 
o' the fact that prices next year are 
expected to.be even lower than the 
reduced quotations bf today.

Advance of Peoples

borderers be Anglo-Saxons, he 
apt to become the prey of the baser 
more aggressive element, and to 
untouched by the virtues of th 
noblest of the pioneers.

why our race quickly brings to an;

injustice, ignominy, and disgrace 
The partial decadance suffered by 
the Menominee from their two cen

novelists and poets. 'as' .the.',"nobl 
red man of the forest," the " 
became the pest of the American 
frontiersman, whose motto has eve 
been, "The only good Indian is thi 
dead Indian." 


"This Americanized degradation 


of the Menominee had well begun 
when (in 1840) the hamlet founded 
by Stanley attained its fourth an 
niversary. The settlers were clam 
oving for a post office, and a posl 
office must have a name. "Athens' 
had its advocates. Indeed, the week 
ly newspaper at Green Bay had al 
ready given this title to the new 
settlement at the junction of th< 
upper F'«v River and Lake Winne 
bago. Iiut the Menominee and no' 
the Greeks 'were the neighbors of 
the pioneers. The custom of 
the 


Indians was eagerly sought at this 
point, which now was a comrrrercia 
rival to the 
old French-American 


fur-trading post at Eutte des Morts 
Moreover, the red men still •out- 
numbered the whites, and were able 
to give trouble if stirred by such 
desire. 
These various politic rea- 


sons of trade and diplomacy caused 
Stanley and his fellows, at a popu- 
lar election, to reject the oft-usec 
name of 
the ancient capital of 


reece, and in tts stead to adopt for 


their little village the virile and 
euphoneous title of the head sachem 
01 the Menominee. This choice' of 
the settlers 
made 
Oshkosh 


mortal. 


Story of Oshkosh 


"There ore no Boswclls in the 


camps 
of 
savage 
chiefs. 
Such 


knowledge of Oshkosh as we have, 
comes mainly 
from 
chance allu- 


sions to him found in letters, jour- 
nals, and other documents left to us 
by the white men of his day and 
region. We know that he was born 
in 1795 at one of the tribal hunting 
camps on Wisconsin River, and that- 
his grandfather 
was "Old 
King" 


Chawanon, whose friendship to the 
British was attested by General 
Haldimand. 
We know that Osh- 


kosh, as a youth of seventeen, was 
one of the Chief Toham's fighting 
barid, allies of the British in the 
war of 1S12; and that in the ex- 
pedition which captured Mackinac 
from 
the Americans, the yoiijig 


warrior's prowess was rewarded 
with the name by which we call him, 
signifying "brave." We know that 
in 1827, after the death of the "Old 
King," American 
officials 
of the 


Indian department chose Oshkosh, 
then 23 years 'old, a head-chief or 
"grand sachem" of the Menominee. 
In token of 
their 
selection, they 


placed upon his breast a medal of 
honor, upon which two 
clasped 


hands typified 
the 
friendship ex- 


isting between the Menominee and 
the Great Father at Washington. 


"Five years after this even, .and 


four years 
before 
the arrival of 


Stanley, Oshkosh had served with 
the ^'Americans in the Black Hawk 
war. After this, the chieftain does 
not frequently appear upon the of- 
ficial records. 
Now 
and then he 


touched the quill" in treaties with 


onr government. But after he re- 


tired to the reservation set apart 
fof his tribe on the upper waters ol 
Wolf River, his career was insigni- 
ficant. 
Like many, another of ins 


people, he fell,a victim to the 'in- 
toxicants brought by white men to. 
ctrrse the simple people' 1>f the TOI> 
est. Our last 'sad .glimpse of this 
primitive ruler is during a tnbal 
brawl near Keshens, in 1858, which 
resulted 
in his death. 
Thus in 


degradation 
departed the 
grand 


sachem of the Menominee. Viewed, 
however,- froai 
the 
standards of 


barbarism, 
Oshkosh was, 
at his 


best, a man of excellent parts. In 
•physique he was attractive; as a 
warrior, he commendi*! the respect- 
of 
-a community of 
fighters; 
he 


easily led in councils where the arts 
of debate had been cultivated, and 
where oratory was brought to high 
perfection. Wisely has the brilliant 
sculptor, from .whose work the veil 
has now been lifted, chosen to rep- 
resent 'Oshkosh in his prime. It i« 
the full height of his strength, not 
his senility, that we should care to 
perpetuate. In a -sense, the statue 
represents an 
idealized 
Oshkosh; 


but the aim of the artist is to in- 
terpret to us a type of primitive 
manhood, and in this he has achiev- 
ed success. 


Tragedy of the-Race 


"Our fathers came from the Old 


World to the New to Dispossess the 
aborigine, to ignore him when pos- 
sible, to. push him from his -path, 
to build up our system of life with 
no regard to his existence. Hence 
the tragedy of the red man. Weak- 
ened by his too intimate association 
with the debased members of _ a 
higher race, and thrust aside by its 
better representatives, there seemed 
for him no other recourse'than, like 
poor Oshkosh, to retire to his reser- 
vation, to brood on his wrongs, to 
seek consolation in the cup, to 
fritter life away. 


•"In passing judgment npoll the 


Indian, it is difficult safely to steer 
one's bark. between the Scylla of 
sr ntimentalism, as represented by 
the 
nobels of Cooper, and 
the 


Charybdis of reprobation and dis- 
gust, as expressed by the annalists 
of the border. • We may, however, 
at least acknowledge that the case 
of th'e eavago merits at this distant 
day a more charitable view than 
could possibly be held by our fron- 
tier ancestors, who dwelt upon the 
firing line. With all their faults, 
the primitive people of .the wood 
land were men and women like our- 
selves. They had their hopes, their 
fears, their virtues, and their vices. 
It is not fair wholly to judge these 
simples folk/ rwho as yet were in the 
mere* childhood of human develop- 
ment, by -the standard of twentieth- 
century civilization; in estimating 
:hem, we must have clearly in view 
:he ethics of the wilderness, which 
:or centuries 
had 
been their en- 


vironment. . Perhaps never will

Jesse James, leader of the "James 
Soys of Missouri", spent the night 
n Madison and was a constant, vis- 
itor in Grant county 40 years vago 
are brought to light hy Charles L. 
Harper. 


"On the evening of Aug. 5, 1876," 


said Mr. Harper, "a drenched rider 
asked for shelter at the 'door of an 
old Irishman who lived on Hamil- 
ton street. The stranger -was 'cour- 
teous and' the Irishman more than 
kind. 


"So his horse was, fed' and cared 


for and the unknown rider lay be- 
fore the fire until .4 o'clock the next 
morning when he protested that he 
must .join his companions 
a few 


miles Out on the Sun Prairie road. 
In thanking his host for his hospi- 
tality, the stranger said, as one who 
feels he is paying in fall, 'Do you 
wiah to know whom you have enter- 
tained? I am Jesse James!' 


"And the old Irishman was so 


aghast at the distinction and in- 
famy of his yuest that he dared not 
mention, it for many months. At 
noon the next day, Jesse James, at 
the "head of eight men, fobbed 
the 


bank at Northfield, Minn." 


There ate towns in Minnesota 


which claim with Madison, the dis- 
tinction of having sheltered *Tames 
before the robbery. AH have eye 
witnesses and proofs as convincing 
as those pf the Mayfibwer descend- 
ants. 


"Certain .It is," continued Mr. 


Harper, "that Jesse James wax. a 
frequent fisitor'at the home of A«a 
Lane, a hard old copper-head from 
Grant county. James would'ride up 
on tiis magnificent horse 'and, for 
the amusement of the Lan« 'boyB; 
girdle a tree at the distance of e 
hundred yards. That is, tie would 
ride around the tree 
shooting so 


steadily that.bark would fall from 
it in a perfect ring. 


"During the war while James was 


with Quantrell'B guerillas, two of 
th* Lane'fcoyB were frocen to death 
in the record cold apell of January 
1884 while dodging an officer who 
wait attempting to draft tbern into 
the Untoa force*" .

was awarded the costs of the action 


• The charge of desertion was bas- 
ed upon the Dnke's disobedience of 
the order"for the lestitution of con- 
jugal rights which the Duchess ob- 
tained last March. The case lasted 
only *25 minutes, 
Sir Edward Car- 


son appearing for the Duchess and 
Robert Bayford for the Duk«. 


Only two witnesses were called— 


an English detective who shadowed 
the Duke and a-companion on a trip 
to Paris; and a solicitor's clerk. Sir 
Edward Carson explained to the 
court that the Duchess was indis- 
posed and was not fit physically to 
appear. The Duke occupied, a front 
seat in the court room. 


Evidence was given that the Duke 


had1 dccripied a room in a prominent 
hotel in Paris on Feb. 28, last, with 
a woJnan who the detective describ- 
ed as 24 or 25 years of age. 
The 


woman was not named. Unless oth- 
er proceedings are instigated by the 
Duke, the decree awarded today au- 
tomatically becomes absolute at the 
end of six months.

HE recent election returns ought to make the Wisconsin 
press hide its face in shame. * 
The returns should serve to clinch t the oft repeated argu 


ment that the newspapers of this state are without influenc 
among the people. The figures serve to substantiate the charg 
that the people look upon the newspapers as tools and cham 
pions of the bis interests and that newspaper support only goes 
to candidates who will take their orders from these interests. 


Blaine had barely been nominated before the powers of or 


ganfized wealth were set in motion to accomplish his defeat 
They made thoir plans in Milwaukee and there were conclude 
the arrangenujits for the bi-partisan deals and the big slusl 
funds that weire spent in the late campaign. This bi-partisar 
deal, participated in by representatives of the Milwaukee Asso- 
ciation of Commerce, the big banking interests, the water powe 
and railroad crowds and the big manufacturers, had just been 
concluded when papers over the stat« began to announce their 
desertion of Blaine to support McCoy. 


Organized wealth in Milwaukee gave the cue and one bj 


one the newspapers over, the state responded to that cue. Dur 
ing the campaign it was announced that 40 republican news 
papers in the state had repudiated Blaine to support the candi 
date that had received the endorsement of the financial oligarch) 
in this state. 


The campaign that followed, in which the newspapers 


sought to encompass the defeat of Blaine, needs no elaboration 
here. Never Jhas the press of this state prostituted itself in 
such a manner as in this campaign. No lie was considered too 
raw to be withheld; no tale was too preposterous for printing 
Editors in this state deliberately sought to inflame and frighte; 
the women into the belief that agencies were at work in the pro- 
gressive movement that were against the best interests of the 
home and the family. These same editors had the audacity to 
use that sort ol: argument when they have been too COWARDLY 
to attack RE.4iL causes that make for moral degradation and 
squalid homes.

Hypocritically prating that they were "saving Wisconsin,' 


these editors Icnew that what they were REALLY saving wa: 
the economic system by which the powers of organized wealth 
in this state could continue to levy their toll of PROFIT on the 
people.

When Senator La Follette, in the recent campaign, made 


the announcement that he proposed, two years hence, to make 
Ihe kept press an issue in this state a declaration of far reaching 
importance was made. Senator La Follette is never given to 
idle statement and he evidently meant what he said. 


Senator Li Follette states that during his recent speaking 


tour nothing was more enthusiastically cheered than his denun- 
ciation of the kept press. When he announced that the time 
has come for the people to begin thinking of owning their own 
newspapers the argument was always greeted with applause.
